The proprietor of the London Times and
the Daily Mall began his career ne Alfred
Hatmaworth, Then he was Bir Alffed nnd
then Lord Northeliffe. e woke up English
journalism, Liately he's heen Lrying to w ke
up the people to a realization of thoso wienk=
neeses responsible for “muddling through.'
Needless to say he (s not the most popular
man in the country. But he believes what

Notrtheliffe is two or three times & million-
nire in pounds: In fact his Income is ko large
that consgidersd as Interest In Investment It
probably represents $20,000,000 or more, which
mukes him easily the richest newspaper
owner in the world whp has made his wealth
entirely by printing Ink.

seven spaces between partitions to spell the

word. The inventor was asked his price, and
replled he would take a 10-pound note,
Harmsworth suggested he take a royalty,
which the Inventor gladly accepted.

The way Lord Northeliffe got Into the pulp
and paper business In Newfoundland 1s a bit
of characteristic Harmsworth foresight. At
the time the concession of an immensa tract

of virgin forest In Newfoundland was granted

by the Newfoundiand Leglslature the Harms-
worth Brothers—Iater called the Amnlga-
muated Press—were using 110 tons of white
paper u day, I the paper trust put up the
price a cent u pound all the dividends of that
immense concern vanished., It was necessary
to protect their interests. Hence the great
paper and pulp plant erected in Ngwfomul-
land. The importance of this venture was

recognized within an’hour after it was known

the Governor of Newfoundiand had
Harmsworth re-
celved o coble offer of a flve-year contract
for white paper from the trust at a price
much below current rates—so much below
Indead that an American newspaper cabled to
London that 1t would be glad to take the
contract off Harmsworth's hands and pay
the duty, as that would then bring the cost
of thelr paper under the market price. "
Cinrvin went to London to write many
years of burning leaders by night in the
Daily Telegraph., He also started the Out-
looli—the woekly paper which in his hands
cut through between the Spectator and the
Baturday Review and gave the world & new
sensation—and established himself as “Cal-
chas" on the Fortnightly Review. He left
the Daily Telegruph some years ago and
dropped the Outlook when he -had satisfibd
himself he had exhausted its possibilities.

Men who have read Garvin's writings at-
tentively for years know well what tremen-
dous weight of knowledge travels In ths
wakie of his pen, and even those who amile at
